There is too much worship of 
wealth, hut it la not universal, and 
wealth Itself la poor and feeble aa com- 
psjred with tho power of thought and

I had to bo very careful about fall- 


ing In with Indians, for they would 
have killed a lone man for MH outfit. 
A half do/.en times or more I hid In 
•orne draw In the pralrlo till night, ur 
pride miles off the trail to keep away 
from their hunting parlies or camps. 
It was very rlnky, too, riding Into their 
•nrds and roping a frimh borsn. 


I didn't dare make a fire In the day- 


time, but at night could cook a U l l l i i 
meat on coals, and the little I slept 
was while lying on my lariat, so that 
itiy horse couldn't get away with It out 
of my reach. 


When I reached Kort f.eavenworth 


I had ridden eight hundred and thlrly- 
t'.vo miles In a l i t t l e less than eleven 
days, and hid used nine horses. Tho 
last two li'ifHeH I Kot from government 
trains t h a t I overtook.

silly season, but a genuine product of 
,\ Gormini laboratory, at least, an well 
authenticated as other a n t i t o x i n s havo 
been when they were llrst. announced. 
The theory on tho basis of which the 
antitoxin was sought was In substance' 
that physical exhaustion Is the result 
of n peculiar form of poisoning. 
Pro- 


longed strain makes tho fires of the 
body burn rapidly. Among the prod- 
ucts'of combustion are certain polson- 
OIIH materials which are loft in the tis- 
sues. 
Uost Is necessary to give the 


body a chance to throw them 
off. 


Hence If those poisons could be conn 
teracted by an anti-poison the period of 
necessary rest might perhaps bo great- 
ly reduced. To socuro the poison, or 
toxin, Dr. Wolfgang VVeichardt of Her- 
lln forced a guinea pig to exert Itself 
till It was In an extreme stago of ox- 
hans.tion. 
Ue then killed It, and so- 


cured from Its crushed muscles tho 
toxin In the form of yellowish brown 
scales, which were so unstable that to 
keep them they had to be put In seal- 
ed tubes In liquid air. No such poison 
could be obtained from normal guinea 
pigs, and n little of It injected Into 
other pigs killed them within twenty- 
four hours. The antitoxin was obtain- 
ed by Inoculating horses In the ordi- 
nary manner. 
Many tests were made 


with the toxin and antitoxin on small 
animals, and finally on human beings. 
One of tho latter tests uliowed that u 
young woman on taking four qunrter- 
gramme doses of the anti-toxin was 
able to lift two kilogrammes 2,478 me- 
ters with the middle linger of her right 
hand, whereas without the stimulation 
she could lift tho weight only 1,633 
meters. 
If the antitoxin does what Is 


hoped It will not only be of great aid 
to athletes In their feats of endurance, 
but will also be of value In treating 
canes of nervous exhaustion and con- 
valescents from serious sicknesses. For 
the ordinary "tired feeling" It should 
be of value an much through the threat 
of administering It as through Its actu- 
al use.

At once the stimulative ac- 
tion upon tho stomach causes that or- 
gan to rojoot all Its contents, tho poi- 
sonous lugrwllonts with tho rest. Tho 
emetic of mustard loaves no 111 effect 
behind It, but Instead, a feeling of 
pleasant warmth and sllmulus. 
It Is 


one of tho quickest of all emetics and 
tho most harmless.

Is often caused by worry upsetting tho 
.stomach, for Indirection will I n f l a t e the 
blood vessels of the brain. 
Hocognlx- 


Ing this, doctors are now prescribing 
hot wator Internally and 
externally.

WONDER OF MODERN JAPAN. 


Tbouannd-Mat Hull Kreeled Out of • 


Single Camphor Tree. 


One of.the wonders of Mlyajlma Is 


an enormous structure called Thous- 
and Mat Hall, a name which means 
that 1,000 of the regulation 3x0 foot 
rice straw mats are required to cover 
Its floor. All rooms In Japan are meas- 
ured In this way, Instead of by feet, 
so In talking about houses one always 
says 
a "6-mat 
room" or "3'^-mat 


room," until one begins to think In di- 
visions of 18 square feet. 


Thousand Mat Hall was erected in 


tho sixteenth century out of the wood 
of a single camphor tree, say the Japa- 
nese records, that are always so full 
of such perfectly wonderful details. 
If this be so, camphor trees must have 
grown very large In Japan In the six- 
teenth century, since the building rests 
upon n hundred or more piles; each a 
a giant tree trunk In Itself, besides 
which the roof Is upheld by at least 50 
pillars that were 50 forest monarchs 
once upon a time. 
Then there Is a 


floor In the structure made of 18,000 
square feet of cedar planks a foot and 
a half wide and five Inches thick, BO 
one must needs believe that its builder 
outmlraclod the miracle of the loaves 
and the fishes If Japan's sober records 
are to count for anything. 


The walls of this ancient hall hove 


doubtless echoed the sounds of many a 
priestly orgy, since it adjoins t' > tem- 
ple and Is guarded by a richly wrought 
7-story pagoda, enshrining Amlda Hut- 
sxi, but the most glorious thing in Its 
history seems to bo the fact that Hide- 
yoshl, "the Napoleon of Japan," used 
it for a council chamber during his re- 
markable Invasion of Corea. Now it Is 
merely a "show place," standing empty 
and open and gaunt, overlooking the 
sea—a roost for snored pigeons and 
chattering sparrows. 


It was during the China-Japan war 


that troops first began to be quartered 
on tho Island, and several regiments, 
for want of hotter barracks, wore en- 
camped In this old historical structure. 
One evening, In half Jest, half earnest, 
a soldier nailed his rice hullo (moshl 
torxrt to one of tho pillars, with a 
prayer that he and his regiment inlglfl 
soon bo sent to help conquer (moshl 
torn, with a different 
Inflection! the 


Chinese. His comrades followed his ex- 
ample, and since then it has become a 
custom for every visitor to tho hall to 
buy a rice ladle, and, writing his name 
and date of his visit upon It, with, of 
course, "Hal Nippon Hany.nl!" tack it 
up somewhere In tho vast 
building. 


Tho effect Is belter imagined than de- 
scribed, and It Is unique beneath tho 
sun.—Leslie's Weekly.

So are thleree, embryo or 
actual. 


The moral plane of the millionaire wheat or stock 


plunger la exactly that of the dice-thrower or faro player. 
He is looking for something for nothing. 
If he happens 


to be the president of a bank, and gambles with sacred 
trust funds, he adds the most contemptible form of crime 
to his moral depravity. 
If he happens to be an alleged 


pillar of society, a vestryman In a church, a prominent 
factor In charitable and philanthropic work, his downfall 
and exposure help to unsettle the whole social fabric.

which I am connected to secure the services of two young 
men as clerks. There were about 120 applicants for these 
positions.

Ing was bad and the writing Itself was worse."

English. 


It will ba a blessing alike to the children and the tax- 


payers if the expensive gewgaws introduced Into the pub- 
lic schools, particularly Into the elementary schools, by 
alleged educators be abolished and higher standards of 
practical efficiency exacted.—Kansas dty World. 


Accounting for Railway Casualties. 


HERB are several conditions peculiar to Amer- 
ican railroads which account for our large cas- 
ualty list. The chief among these, undoubted- 
ly, Is the inherent restlessness of a not incon- 
siderable section of our 
railroad employes, 


which shows Itself In the chronic disposition to 
move on and try some new field of work. This 


results In a continual change of personnel, with the result 
that at any given time, on any given road, there will be 
found a large number of employes who are entirely new to, 
or but little familiar with, tbe special local conditions sur- 
rounding their work. Now, It Is this familiarity with the 
local conditions, over and above tbe general knowledge 
which 
any engineer, conductor, 
brakeman, signalman, 


switchman, must have of his duties In tbe abstract—It Is 
this familiarity we say, that Is the very best safeguard 
against railroad accidents, or at least against those that 
have to do with the running of the trains. 


Second only In Importance as a contributory cause to 


railroad accidents is tbe continual change which is taking 
place In tho management and official staff of our railroads, 
and In their ownership. As a result of the mad whirl of 
organization and reorganization, combinations, 
receiver- 


ships, and what not, there 1<5 a continual change of man- 
agement from president to roadmaster. 
Well-established 


organizations and systems of 
management, that have 


gained that smoothness and accuracy of working and that 
mutual confidence and sense of Interdependence, which can 
only come from long and successful association In the oper- 
ation of a particular system, are suddenly broken up by the 
sale of the road or its combination with some other sys- 
tem; new men are introduced into high offices; and they, 
in turn, have their own particular friends or well-tried as- 
sistants whom they naturally wish to Introduce; heart 
burnings, Jealousies and disappointments ensue; and the 
whole operative system of the road is shaken from summit 
to foundation; for the general unrest Invariably distributes 
Itself throughout the whole working force of the road, with 
a consequent lowering of discipline and more or less care- 
less performance of duties.—Scientific American. 


Women aad Housekeeping. 


HE simple art of housekeeping! It Is because 
so many women have this mistaken view of 
tbe home and of home-making that so many 
families are driven to-day to hotels and so 
many men to clubs, whose proprietors and 
stewards do not regard home-making as a 
"simple art," but as a life-work, worthy of all 


the special education and training that art and science can 
give. The trouble at the bottom of all these profitless crit- 
icisms and discussions between men and women as to tbe 
rights and privileges of the two sexes lies in the fact that 
advocates of men's rights and women's rights consider 
men and women on a comparative and competitive basis. 
.The sexes are neither comparative nor competitive. 
One 


is the complement of the other, each fulfilling in mind, 
spirit and body distinct and necessary /unctions in tbe life 
of the race.—New York Outlook.

In "Through China with a Cam- 
era," Mr. Thomson deacrlbes the vari- 
ous progressive iteps through which 
tho staple pn»m>i till it Is ready for the 
looms of China or Lyons. 


The effgs of the silkworm are hatch- 


ed about the middle of April. 
The 


best season to obtain them for expor- 
tation is in March or the banning of 
April. The young worms, when hatch- 
ed, are placed on bamboo frames and 
fed on mulberry leaves cut up Into 
suiall shreds. 
A a the worms Increase 


in slae they are transferred to a larger 
number of frames and are fed w i t h 
leaves not so finely cut; and so tho 
urocesa continues until, In their la«t 
Stag*, the leavw are given to thorn 
sutlr*. After hatching, thp worms con- 
tinue eating during flre days, and then 
aJcep for th* '^rst tlin« for two days. 


Wh«u they aguin aw»ke, their appe- 


tite i* u°t quite 10 good, and they usu- 
ally eat for four days only and sloop 
tgulu for two daji mor*>. Then they 
eat for the third time for four days and 
repose for two. f\\\s eating and re 
po»<? Is usually repeated four tiiue*, 
Slid then, harliii; gained full strength, 
they proceed to spin their cocoons. The 
task of spinning ooeuples them from 
four to Mven d<iy» more; and when 
this business li completed, three days 
are »pont in stripping off the cocoon, 
• uil some seven days luter each small 
cultivator brings his silken harvest to 
tho local market fliid dUposes of it to 
Mtive traders, wbo make It up into 
bales. 


The o.ua!ity of the silk Is tlrst of all 


affected by the breed of tbo worms 
Ujat spin It, then by the quality of the 
leaves and tbo mode of feeding. 
Silk- 


worms tr* Injured by uoUe, by tbe 


presence, and especially tbe handling, 
of strangers, and by noxious smells. 
They must be fed at regular hours, and 
the temperature of tho apartment must 
not he too high. 


The greatest defect in Chinese silk 


has lx>en due to the primitive mode of 
reeling which the natives adopt 


Shanghai Is the grent silk mart, and 


there, about June 1st, Hie first season's 
silk U usually brought down. 
It Is 


never the growers who bring the silk 
to the foreign mnrket. 
Those grow- 


ers are Invariably small fanners, who 
have a few mulberry bushes planted In 
some odd corner of their tilled lands, 
and the rearing of the worm and the 
production of silk by no menus mo- 
nopolize the whole of thoir time. It Is 
only a spring occupation for the wom- 
en nnd younger members of their fam- 
ilies.

peculiarly interesting, in view of the • 
reote.it work nnd theories of Professorr 
Hugo 1)« Vries. of Amsterdam, on tbe i 
subject of species and variation. 


For a long time work tn zoology has : 


been centered upon classification, but 4 
now the study has become an expert-s 
mental one, and in this new road 1'ro- j 
fossor ntandfuss, of Zurich, has 
ob- j 


tallied some remarkable results. 
It 


seems that certain species of butter- 
tiles have successive and different gen- 
erations, the chrysalides of the vanes^a 
lavana, for example, producing lu the 
spring a butterfly which deposits Its j 
egg in summer, and from which there j 
is born In tbe same year a butterfly { 
which differ* entirely In form and col-' 
or from tbe first generation. 
Now, if 


we submit tbe autumn egg to a high 
tempera tor« 86 degree* Fahrenheit the 


butterfly which la born has the same 
form and color as the summer Insect 


The same result Is obtained with the 


vanessa urtlcae, which Is found under 
different forms at the North Cape and 
in Sardinia. 
By cooling the air In 


which the egg, cocoon or chrysalis IB 
placed there Is obtained the northern 
form of the butterfly, while If he warm 
the egg or cocoon to 80 degrees Fah- 
renheit the southern form comes into 
existence. 
A splendid experiment Is 


the one which may l>e performed with 
the maoaono. 
In this case one need 


only raise the temperature to obtain 
the beautiful form of 
the 
butterfly 


which lives In the orient; exposing the 
chrysalis alternately to temperatures 
of 
41) degrees above zero centigrade 


Mtid -10 degrees below, we obtain an 
undent species, which Is no longer in 
existence. This experiment was made 
by Standfuss on from six to seven 
thousand cocoons and chrysalides, and 
lie ?ueeeodod In obtaining the greater 
portion of the species of the past AB 
well as some of the new species, and 
tliis to such n degree that he could 
clearly demonstrate the effect of hered- 
ity. 


Not only differences of temperature, 


however, but also the chemical com- 
position of the air, has its effect on tho 
chrysalis and produces a variation In 
tho development. It Is possible simply 
by changing the chemical composition 
fit tho «ir to change entirely the color 
of the butterfly.

WAY TO SHIP 


RIPE FRUIT 


Employe of Department of 


Agriculture Has 
Solved 


Problem of Great Moment 
to California Farmers. 


Berkeley.—A new method of refrlg- 


era'frig fruit that will revolutionize 
the fruit shi).ping industry has been 
perfected by U. Ilarry Powell, chief 
of the Warehouse and Transportation 
branch of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, who returned 
to Berkeley from the southern part of 
the State, where he has been carrying 
on bis investigations. The 
Method 


discovered by Mr. Powell will enable 
fruit to be picked ripe and thus to 
retain its flavor which 
the present 


method of transportation destroys. 


Mr. Powell has been at work on the 


problem of fruit shipping for the past 
three years and his 
investigations 


have been carried on at points in the 
San Joaquin and Sacramento valleys 
as well as at points south. He found 
that the reason for the rotting of the 
fruit as it is now handled in trans- 
portation is that it is not thoroughly 
cooled when put into refrigerator cars 
for shipment. 
It is usually at a tem- 


perature of 90 degrees when picked 
and it is put into cars at once where 
the temperature is only 40 degrees. 
This change does not cool the fruit at 
once and it rots on the way to mar 
ket. 
Moreover the fruit is not cooled 


uniformly and the result is that n 
great portion of the fruit is not cooled 
at all, 


Mr. Powell has remedied these de- 


fects in the method of shipment by 
cooling the fruit to the freezing point 
before putting it into 
refrigerating 


cars. Warehouses with facilities for 
freezing the fruit have been erected 
near the orchards and all the fruit is 
frozen before it goes iuto the refrig- 
erating care. This method of treat- 
ment has been found highly advan- 
tageous as it allows the fruit to be 
picked ripe, a thing never before pos- 
sible. 


The Southern Pacific Company has 


been co-operating with Mr. Powell in 
his investigations and 
has erected 


several new refrigerating warehouses 
in the canteloupe region, near Fresno. 
The method has proved a tremendous 
success in dealing with oanteloupes.

fruits in foreign markets it would be 
a good time to do some shipping to
